Dr. K urges OPEC to lower 
prices, help the poor more

PARIS. — Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger urged oil producing na- 
tions here yesterday to lower their 
prices and to play ἃ more active 


role in relieving poverty, injustice po 


and want. ᾿ 


Addressing the 27-nation confer- 
ence on international economic co- 
operation, Dr. Kissinger said: 
“Higher prices would seriously 
hamper economic recovery, retard 
international trade and compound 
the internal difficuities of many 
countries. They would weaken the 
ability of the advanced nations to 
assist the developing, and atrain 
the fabric of international coopera- 
tion.” 

The U.S. diplomatic chief added: 
“With the extraordinary tranafer of 
wealth that has taken place, it is 
the common interest that the oil- 
producing nations be constructive 
members, not challengers, of the 
world system.” 

The oil producers are represented 
at the three-day “north-south con- 
ference” here by Algeria, Saudi 
Arabia, Indonesia, Iraq, 
and Venezuela. 


Dr. Kissinger's specch sounded a 
strong warning that the industfrial- 
ized Western countries will not 
underwrite economic aid to the 
developing states of the “third 
world,” while they back Arab oil 
licies. 

The Secretary said: “We cannot 
be expected to bear the major bur- 
dens for remedying balance of 
payments problems in which the 
actions of others play such 2 ma- 
jor role.” 

The U.S. has been asking oil pro- 
ducers to help developing countries 
which run into economic difficulties. 
But so far the response has been 
practically nil. 

In his call for lower oil prices, 
Dr. Kissinger said the industrial 
countries would soon agree to a 
minimum oil price which would 
encourage development of solar 
heat and other new sources of 


price for oil in order to help in- 
vestment in the industry. 
Recalling that Britain's North 
Sea ofl was now ashore, 
Callaghan said:

AMSTERDAM. — ἃ South Moluc. 
ean clergyman yesterday reopened 
negotiations with seven gunmen 
holding 25 hostages in the Indo- 
nesian Consulate here in what has 
become Holland’s longest hostage 
drama. 

As the negotiator, the Reverend 
Semuel Metiari, entered the con. 
sulate, police spokesman said he 
was responding to repeated urgent 
appeals from the gunmen to resume 
Stalled negotiations. 

The gunmen, who stormed the 
consulate at about noon on Decem~- 
ber 4, yesterday broke the siege 
record of 291 hours set at the week. 
end by another gang of South Mo- 
Juccans in a hijacked train in 
northern Holland. 

The hijackers surrendered to 
police on Sunday and freed their 23 
hostages unhurt after holding them 
at gunpoint for 12 full days aboard 
the unheated train in often-freezing 
temperatures. 

Metiari, a prominent South Moluc- 
can political and community leader, 
broke off his mediation efforts at 
the consulate last Friday when the 
gunmen spurned his appeal for sur- 
render.

AMSTERDAM. — 

THE PROBLEM of the South Moluc- 
cans, better known as ibonese, 
has been in existence for the past 25 
years, but only assumed a militant 
form in the last six or seven years. 
The young people who have been 
carrying out their acts of violence do 
not even remember the South Moluc- 
ean islands to which they want to 
return since most of them were 
elther born in The Netherlands or 
brought here as very young children. 
Although there are only 35,000 of 
them still living in Holland (com- 
pared with 3,500,000 still living in the 
Indonesian archipelago), they are 
divided into 13 different groups. 


: These range from the conservative 


majority group loyal to the 
Rotterdam-based ‘‘President," 
Johan Manusame, @ more 
militant group headed by General 
Tamaela to a small but active 
Marxist-Leninist group calling itself 
the Free Moluccan Youth. Thus, for 
example, when the 25th anniversary 
of the South Moluccan Republic was 
marked on Apri} 25, this year there 
were two separate official 
celebrations: one in The Hague. led 
by Manusema and the other in Ni- 
jmegen, organized by Tamaela. 

Furthermore, although ail South 
Moluccans were converted two or 
three hundred years ago to 
Protestantism, even here they are 
divided into two opposing sects. 

The origin of the problem goes 
back to the end of the Second World 
War when The Netherlands in 1949 
handed over its East Indian colonies 
to the “United States of Indonesia.” 
On April 25, 1950, the South Moluc- 
cans, however, proclaimed their own 
Republic (Republik Maluku Salat- 
tan). When the central Java-based 
Indonesian Government managed to 
bring the entire archipelago under 
its control, many South Moluccans, 
led by Dutch-educated Dr. Christian

Sumokil and Johan Manusama, an 
engineer, took to the mountains to 
continue their resistance but were 
finally overcome. Manusama, on 
Sumokil’s orders, escaped, via New 
Guinea and Australia, to the 
Netherlands where he set up a 
government-in-exile. Sumokil con- 

tinued guerrilla warfare until 1963' 
when he was captured. He was ex- 
ecuted in 1966. His widow and son 
now live in Holland. 

"The South Moluccans who are here 
however did not arrive with 
Manusama. They were mostly 
soldiers in the service of the Dutch 
Colonial Army, and when the Dutch 
handed over power to the In- 
donesians, some 4000 of the Am- 
bonese troops with their families 
were evacuated to Holland — “‘tem- 
porarily."" In the course of the last 
quarter century, only 2000 returned 
to the South Moluccan Republic. The 
rest remained and their numbers in- 
creased to the present 35,000, so that 
the vast majority are Dutch-born. 

They arrived in Holiand at a time 
of critical housing shortage and, 
used as they were to life in army 
barracks, it seemed at the time a 
good idea to house them in special 
camps away from the towns. One of 
these camps, in fact, was the former 
Nazi concentration camp for Dutch 
Jews at Westerbork in Drenthe 
Province. 

Eventually the South Moluccan 
soldiers and their families 
were moved to modern housing, 
usually in the neighbourhood of the 
original ‘‘maabarot."” 

The young South Moluccans have 
been to Dutch schools and are almost 
as sophisticated in their tastes and 
habits as their Dutch contem- 
poraries. Except that many of them 
have been receiving regular ποι τα 
and para-miiitary iin 
lines of that given in Palestinian 
refugee camps.

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To thicken—or not to thicken... 
JERUSALEM PLANNERS DRAW UP A SUBURBAN BELT | 


“IBUI YERUSHALAYIM” — iiterally, 
the thickening of Jerusalem — is ue 
phrase which has entered our planning 
‘lexicon, one around which battle lines are 
already being drawn on both the political 
and professional 


planning levels. 

The phrase refers to a spate of proposals 
floated in recent months to creste new 
settlements around Jerusalem. The aim of 
these proposals is to reinforce the Israeli hold 
on the caj its hinterland 
beyond the former green line and by broaden- 
ing the narraw pre-1967 corridor linking 
Jerusalem to the coastal plain. 

Most of these proposals have been drawn 
together — and some new ones added — in a 


report prepared by planner Shmuel Sbhaked at 
the request of Minister Avraham 


plications of establishing settlements in the 
Jerusalem region" and its declared aim 15 to 
provide the basis for further discussion. 
Shaked outlines two alternative approaches 
involving the creation of between seven and 
ten settlements in a ring around the city. One

: 5. The second, more dispersed solution 
envisions five suburban satellites with pop- 
ulations of 5,000 each and five villages. ᾿ 
The urban zatellites would be located at 
Givon, 1.5km. from the city line; Efrat in the 
Etzion Bloc, 11 km. south of the city; and at 
Maale Adumim, eight km. east of the city. The 
Yeason these sites are recommended [5 that 
they abut key interchanges of a proposed new 
arterial] road system around the capital. Shak- 
ed says that the only existing arterial link 
between Jerusalem and the coastal plain — 
the Shaar Haggai road — will reach full 
capacity by the mid 1980s. The principle alter- 
native advocated by transportation authorities, 
is a road to the north via Lod, Beit Horon and 
Givon where it would intersect with the 
north-south Jerusalem-Ramallah road before 
continuing to the east via Maale Adumim. A 
second alternative would be a road south of 
Jerusalem via Beit Gubrin and the Etzion 
Bloc. This too would continue over the crest of 
the hills. Maale Adumim would be a major 
road junction on the slopes east of Jerusalem. 


In addition to the three urban satellites 
Shaked's first alternative calls for villages at 
Bal Hatsor (northeast of Ramaliah), Tekoa 
(southeast of Bethlehem), the Beit Horon area 
and Har Gila, adjacent to the field schcol at 
Beit Jalla. 

&n the second alternative, ihe three satellite 


sites would become smaller suburbs as would 
sites on the north slope of Nebi Samuel and at 
Jebel Towil, east of Ramallah. in addition to 
the four villages outlined τὰ the first alter- 
native there would be a fifth village at Givat 
Haradar. 


SHAKED'S ALTERNATIVES are strongly at- 
tacked by Mayor Teddy Kollek and other 
municipal officials who see them as leading to 
disastrous consequences to the city if they are 
ever implemented. By chamnelling the limited 
financial and population resources availeble 
into a new settlement ring around Jerusalem, 
they say, the development of the city itself 
would not only be halted but severely set back 
— physically, socially and even politically. 

“This would lead to real disintegration,” 
says Deputy Mayor Meron Senvenisti, in 
eharge of planning for the Municipality. 

“Those who can afford to will move out to the 
new suburbs. It will be the lower income peo- 
ple who stay behind and the city will become 
like Washington, D.C." 

The implication of "Ἴθι," he says, is an 
American-style suburban sprawl that violates 
the concept of Jerusalem as ἃ compact city.

Seed money from the 
Fund has helped put into place more 
than 300 individual programmes in 
every region of the world, from 
primary school education on en- 
vironment needs to a spectacular in- 
ittative — in which both the Arab 
States and Israel participate — to 
clean the polluted Mediterranean.

the original building plan. Why they 
did that Is not explained. The 
management of Gad refuacd to be in- 
terviewed —- on grounds that the 
case is sub judice. 

The contract of aale made with In- 
dividua) householders docs not men- 
tion how many flats the block will 
contain. But legal precedents ex- 
tablish that the building lcence, as 
approved by the local town planning 
authorities, forma an indissojuble 
part of the contract. Zealous 
residents sought out the licence in 
the municipal files, found it —- and 


pounced. 

On the face of it, the addition of an 
extra story at this particular point 
does not disfigure the housing 
quarter, or create undue density of 
occupation. Whether settlers in the 
project would have taken exception 
to it under normal conditions cannot 
be said. But the conditions are not 
normal, 


‘There were, in fact, a number of 
irritants, which had a cumulative 
effect. Flat purchasers discovered 
building flaws — cracked walls, 
leaking ceilings — which involved 
angry exchanges with the com- 
pany’s representatives. The faults 
are being duly repaired under 
warranty provisions; but it is not a 
consolation. Installations alrcady 
made have to be removed to give 
workers access to the damage; 
painted walls suffer; delays occur in 
getting the job done; new 
breakdowns are revealed later. 

Above all, the flat-dwellers, who 
paid what they consider good money 
for their new homes, suspect 
(justifiably or not) that the quality of 
the construction work may be in- 
adeguate. And what if some new evil 
is found after the warranty period 
expires?

THE HOUSES escalate Gown the 
side of a steep incline, which gives 
everyone a splendid terrace.

CYNICS SAY that local authorities, 
once faced with a fait accompli, in- 
variably comply, and that the houz- 
ing corppanies bank on that.

Ia it economic to 
build badly, and then to make cons- 
tant repairs under the warranty 
clause? Can it be profitable to make 
alterations before permission is 
given — and then face endless law- 
suits from the householders? 

Tt is said that, thanks to energetic 
action by Miron Benvenist!, of 
Jerusalem City Hall, waiting-time 
for approval of building plans has 
been reduced to a matter of weeks. 
Also the renewed slump in housing 
today should enable companies like 
Gad to be more selective in their 
employment policy and more careful 
in their supe: 

Anybody still in doubt has another, 
though costly alternative. He can 
pay the architect a 2.5 per cent 
“supervision fee” — to diminish still 
further (though, one fears, vot 
eliminate utterly) the risk of dis- 
connected pipes, cracked tiles, !m- 
properly mixed cement and all the 
other headaches that help make buy- 
ing a home such ἃ traumatic ex- 


perience.

An important new weapon 
for fighting anaemia

A NEW DIAGNOSTIC system to 
determine the level of Vitamin B-12 
in humans, develped by a Hebrew 


University bacteriologist has just’ 


been approved by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of "Agriculture. 


‘The Vitamin B-12 project, created 


by Prof. Nathan Grossowicz, will be 
fn important new tool in fighting 
pernicious anaemia, 

Prof. GrossowWiez explains that 
Vitamin B-12 is an important factor 
in blood production and normal 
growth and development. If the body 
Goes not receive it, a pernicious 
aneemia develops. <A . person 


with a deficiency in the lining οὗ" 


the stomach falls to pro- 
duce the so-called intrinsic factor 
— ἃ protein which binds Vitamin B- 
12 and transports it, through the in- 
testines, to the hlood. People lacking 
the intrinsic factor cannot utilize the 
vitamin even though it may be pre- 
sent in their food; they are usually 
also unable to secrete hydrochloric 
acid. 

In the past, the disease was fre- 
quently fatal, but since it can now be 
treated by injecting. the vitamin, the 
term ‘‘pernicious” is no longer truly 
applicable. However, if the disease 
is not diagnosed in time and 
therefore neglected it can cause dis- 
turbances with irreversible damage. 

Pernicious anaemia may also occur 
among persons whose stomachs 
have been or fully removed 
because of ulcers, cancer or other [Π- 
ness. Since they no longer secrete 
the intrinsic factor, they are unable 
to utilize Vitamin B-12 and some 
years after surgery may well develop 
Δ post-operative type of pernicious 
angzemia. 

Ce diseases are associated 
with a high Vitamin B-12 serum 
level: in infectious hepatitis, for ex- 
ample, the vitamin is released tom 
the injured liver and Θ᾽ 
blood. Elevated B-12 fed concen- 
tration is an early diagnostic sign of 
hepatitis and of liver cell damage in 
general. 
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WHILE SOME VITAMINS are pre- 
sent in vegetables, fruit and animal 
food, B-12 exists only in animal food, 
with liver its richest source. Thus, 
strict vegetarians lack a natural 
supply of the vitamin, unless they 
eat food contaminated by bacteria. 
Vitamin B-12, identified almost 30 
years ago, can be produced by 
fermentation,i.e. by cultivating cer- 
tain types of bacteria in large 
fermentors under special conditions. 
Among Prof. Grossowicz’s 
research studies of different ᾿ 
of Vitamin B-12 was one that 
sought to develop a method to deter- 
mine the level of the vitamin in 
human sera. If the level is too low, 
the outcome is likely to he 
megaloblastic anaemia (an early 
sign of pernicious anaemia). Another 
aspect of his work concerns the fate

1976 BUDGET, 
as presented to the Cabinet last 
Sunday, has far-reaching social 
implications. These call for im- 
mediate and urgent considera- 
tion at the highest level, by the’ 
Prime Minister's senior 
economic adviser, Professor 
Michael Bruno, and by a team of 
policy advisers of the Inter- 
Ministerial Committee on Social 
Betterment. 

Our social policy is burdened 
by the awesome challenges of 
eliminating poverty, closing the 
social gap and preventing 
dependency and poverty being 
inherited by yet another genera- 
tion. It must at the same time 
help to accelerate the economic 
and social absorption of im- 
migrants. These goals, which 


have become urgent since the 


late 1960's, cannot be suspended 
today. 

“when Mrs. Golda Meir 
became aware of the high priori- 
ty demanded by sociai better- 
ment policy, she established the 
Inter-Ministerial Committee on 
Social Betterment, and as Prime 
Minister chaired that com- 
mittee. Mr. Rabin transferred 
the chairmanship to Mr. Shlomo 
Hillel. While no Minister of 
Finance would think of presen- 
ting a budget proposal. without 
its first being endorsed by the 
Prime Minister, it can be — and 


has now been — done without any 


prior consultion with the Chair- 
man of the Social Betterment 
Committee. 

The division of labour within 
the Cabinet has contributed to 
the growth of a distorted notion 
that social policy consumes 
resources while economic policy 
creates them and that the Social 
Betterment Committee should 
confine itself to the efficient use 
of resources allocated to the 
social services. 

But social betterment policy 
and economic policy cannot be 
dealt with the 


. For 
government to be able to discuss 


. the proposed 1976 budget, which 


is the framework for next year’s 
national policy, both social and 
economic, it needs information 
on the social implications of the 
proposal and the social and 
economic implications of the re- 
jected alternatives. It may 
reconsider a rejected alter- 
native and prefer it for its social 
implications. - 

When two months ago, the 
Social Betterment Committee 
discussed policy goals and 
priorities for 1976, the Prime 
Minister was present. The Com- 
nmaittee's decision to focus on the 
underprivileged the meagre 
resources that would be 
available for social services in 
1976, was publically endorsed by 
Mr. Rabin, and should have 
served as a policy directive to 
each and every Ministry in- 
voived. But that decision was 
made without any prior 
Imowledge or consideration of 
Prof. Bruno’s economic policy 
recommendations. Based on 
“current conditions of full 
employment, taxation and sub- 
sidies,"’ it recommended that the 
Government should ‘‘by its 
economic and monetary policy, 


.and by its wage and income

ANY ANALYSIS of the social 
implications of the praposed 1976 
budget (as gathered from the 
media) should concentrate on 
the following points: 


1, Employment Policy 

Without a policy of full 
employment the effects of social 
betterment policy are very 
limited. While full employment 
does not assure the proper 
redistribution of incomes, 
without it, inequality and the 
social gap will grow and the ab- 
sorption of immigrants be 
retarded severely. Some 20,000- 
40,000 of today’s bread-winners 
will have to be saved by crash 
vocational-transfer programmes 
and immediate placement in 
preferred industries, or in 
carefully planned work projects. 
Such projects, 


Since the credibility of the 
Government is at stake, the 
careful collection of unemploy- 
ment figures, their analysis and 
presentation are a most urgent 
task. We cannot afford a repeti- 
tion of the public debate we had 
in the ‘60s between the 
Government Statistician and the 
Minister of Labour as to the total 
of unemployment, its sectorial 
and regional distribution. 
Differences of analysis and 
remedy are legitimate, not 
arguments about the facts. 

The Social Betterment Com- 
mittee (and the Histadrut) must 
immediately examine the ade- 
quacy of unemployment 
benefits, which are granted on 
the basis of a law enacted long 
before income maintenance 
programmes adapted rates 
and μος έτος rules to the Ben-.
